deny them the use of money 
left in these accounts—money 
that isn't theirs—would impose 
a hardship on them. They insist 
that while the money isn't 
theirs, the right to use it is. 


Moreover, for the use of this 


money they wish to pay'no in- 
terest, arguing that to do so 
would impossibly 
complicate 


their affairs. They cite prece- 
dent for their no-interest stand: 
Banks don't pay on checking 
accounts. 


One big difference between 


bank and brokerage practice, 
however, involves the quality of 
operations. 
Brokerage 
house 


bookkeeping, 
as 
has 
been 


shown again and again, is vul- 
nerable to serious criticism. 


Millions of dollars of certifi- 


cates have been lost. Millions 
more have been stolen—more 
than $21 million worth in three 
years, according to the state at- 
torney general's office. Several 
big brokerage houses have been 
dissolved or merged after en- 
countering financial difficulties. 


In short, while much of the 


industry is emerging from its 
recent financial and paperwork 
problems stronger than before, 
past practices show that some 
individual 
firms 
could 
be 


charged not only with impru- 
dence but irresponsibility 
as 


well. 


Estimates indicate that "free 


credit balances," or money left 
in customer accounts, totals 
about $2 billion, mainly 
in 


small amounts. One study 
showed a median size of $70, 
which usually was turned over 
in days or weeks. 


The industry feels that while 


such amounts might be too 
small to earn interest payments 
for the customers, they are not 
too small to be used for a vari- 
ety of potentially profitable and 
sometimes risky transactions 
bv the brokers.

Dear Dr. Lamb—I read 


your column about paroxys- 
mal tachycardia and I am 
very much interested as I 
am a victim of it. I've been 
to two doctors and they both 
tell me not to worry about it, 
but while you have it there 
is great a n x i e t y and it 
scares you, which only adds 
to the discomfort. The doc- 
tor said I have a premature 
heart beat and twice in two 
years my heart went into a 
spasm. The first a t t a c k 
lasted four hours and the 
second one lasted 10 hours. 
The doctor seemed undis- 
turbed and gave me pheno- 
barb. Only he pressed my 
eyeballs back and it went 
back to its normal rhythm. 
Any information you can 
give would be appreciated. 


Dear Reader—Your story 


is typical for paroxysmal 
tachycardia. The heart may 
be beating perfectly normal 
and then suddenly it starts 
beating much faster. If the 
rate is very fast, the heart 
doesn't function properly as 
a pump and one develops 
symptoms. 


You are right, it certainly 


makes a person anxious and 
this does add to the problem. 
Despite the discomfort, un- 
less there are other problems 
such disturbances are not 
likely to be damaging. They

cause more trouble in older 
people because heart disease 
is usually also present. I saw 
many pilots and even astro- 
naut candidates 
with this 


problem, so it can and often 
does occur in people who are 
otherwise healthy. 


For frequent attacks, it is 


wise to give medicine—these 
medicines belong to or have 
the same actions as quini- 
dine. They decrease the irri- 
tability of the heart muscle 
making it less likely to have 
such rapid rates. Not every- 
one tolerates these medicines 
well so doctors are reluctant 
to give them to patients who 
have very few attacks. Of 
course any patient who has 
such episodes must be thor- 
oughly studied to be certain 
they don't have some other 
problem, like an overactive 
thyroid gland that can be 
causing the trouble. One irate 
reader wrote to inform me 
they are caused by low blood 
sugar. This is only one of 
many causes (and not a very 
common one). If it were that 
simple the examination and 
treatment would be easy. 


Pressing on the eyeballs 


will stop the attacks, in some 
cases. This is a reflex action. 
The nerves from the eyes 
send a signal to the brain and 
stimulate the vagus nerve to 
send a powerful signal to the 
heart and can slow the heart 
markedly. When it works, the 
rapid rate stops abruptly, as 
you have described. 
The 


same effect can be accom- 
plished by pressure over the 
neck (over the carotid ar- 
tery). This procedure should 
only be done by a doctor 
since it can cause problems.

breath holding will stop an 
attack through a similar re- 
flex mechanism.

ATTICA, N.Y. (AP) - Two 


widely known pathologists have 
begun examining bodies of the 
men who died in the bloody 
clash at Attica state prison as 
controversy 
mounted 
over 


whether some hostages died 
from gunshot wounds or from 
having their throats slit. 


Forty-two persons died in the 


rebellion which ended Monday 
when the prison was stormed 
by about 1,000 heavily armed 
state troopers, sheriff's depu- 
ties, prison guards and Nation- 
al Guard troops. 


The pathologists—Dr. Henry 


Sic gel of Westchester County 
and Dr. Michael Baden, acting 
chief examiner in New York 
City—were summoned Wednes- 
day by state officials in hopes 
they could resolve the confusion 
over how the victims died. 


One guard's burial was post- 


poned at the last moment after 
a funeral director disputed a 
coroner's report that the cor- 
rection officer had been killed 
by gunfire.

British Plan

formulated a compromise plan 
to move the United States and 
her trading partners closer to 
resolving the international mon- 
etary crisis, reliable sources 
say. 


They say Anthony Barber, 


Britain's chancellor of the ex- 
checquer, will offer several 
middle-ground proposals today 
when he addresses the finance 
ministers and bankers of the 
world's 10 richest non-Commu- 
nist nations. 


Barber's plan calls for small- 


er upward revaluation of Eu- 
ropean 
currencies than 
the 


United States wants with a 
smaller devaluation of the dol- 
lar than some Europeans sug- 
gest. He also was expected to 
urge Washington to cancel the 
10 per cent surcharge on im- 
ports, the sources said. 


As the Group of Ten opened 


its two-day conference Wednes- 
day, the nations appeared to be 
far 
from agreeing on who 


should pay what price for re- 
newed monetary stability. 


The crisis was brought on by 


President Nixon's decision last 
month to cut the link between 
the dollar and gold and impose 
the import surcharge. 


Nixon's representative to the 


conference, Secretary of the 
Treasury 
John B. Connally, 


surprised the delegates by an- 
nouncing the United States in- 
tends to reverse its balance of 
payments deficit, turning a cur- 
rent annual loss of $9 billion 
into a $4 billion surplus. He 
mentioned no time limit for the 
turnabout.
